‘Hitler Takes Personal

BERLIN, June 21 (UP).—The of- 
ficial news agency today announced 
a post office regulation, effective 
immediately, prohibiting Jews from 
sending advertising matter through 
the: mails except when it is ad- 
dressed to Jews. 

Hitler is in Berlin where he will 
confer with the ipner council of 
his cabinet on measures to be taken 
against Jews as well as a new penal 
code. The penal code and anti-Se- 
mitic measures may be promulgated 
during the Nazi party congress at 
Nuremberg early in July. 

There have been repeated cases 
of anti-Semitic outbreaks during 
the past 48 hours.. A Jew was re- 
ported to have been taken into

ON FOE HELD 


Gavel  Mativibles in 
Shansi Are Renewed— 
Hankow Be Bolstered 


HANKOW, June ike 31 (UP). — The 
Chinese war office in Hankow an- 
nouncéd that Chinese forces based 
on Chengchow, where the East- 
West Lung-hai railway crosses .the 
North-South Peiping-Hankow rail- 
way, were attacking Japanese forces 
isolated in Chungchow by floods of 
the Yellow River, iy 
‘The Jay were barricaded 
inside the city walls and were de- 
pending on airlines for their food 
supplies. “ Flood waters in the 
Chungmow area were falling but 
still were four feet deep in’ places. 

The Chinese also claimed cap- 
ture of Yu-shin, 60 miles south of 
the Japanese base in Kaifeng on the 
central Lung-hai railway, and at 
the extreme southern tip of the 
Yellow River flood area. 

Admitting a serious renewal of 
Guerrilla activities in Shansi prov- 
ince, Japanese authorities said that 
Chinese troops in the province suc- 


ceeded in establishing a foothold on 


the south side of the Yellow River 
from which they were receiving 
munitions and reinforcements. It 
was believed that the Chinese in- 
tended to make a stand there in an 
effort to divert Japanese Forces 
moving through Shansi toward the 
Hankow area. 

The guerrillas destroyed dykes in 
many sections North of the Yellow 
river, forcing Japanese garrisons 
along the river banks to retreat. 


8TH ROUTE ARMY ACTIVE 


Far to the north, in the Peiping 
area, detachments of the Chinese 
8th Route army destroyed a section 
of -the new railway built by the 
Japanese from Peiping to Chang- 
teh, capital of the Manchukuoan 
province of Jehol. Rails, telegraph 
poles and all equipment were de- 
stroyed in a section between Kupeli- 
kow, at the Great Wall, and Shi- 
Hsia-chen. 

Communist bands were harassing 
Japanese detachments in the whole 
Great Wall area north and north- 
west of Peiping. 

The Japanese drive toward Sian- 
fu, capital of Shansi province, had 
been turned into a.defensive action 
because of strong Chinese counter- 
attacks. A Japanese spokesman 
here estimated that 25 Chinese di- 
visions had been thrown into Shan- 
st and said that heavy fighting was 
under way in the southern part of 
the province. § 

The Chinese were strengthening 
\their defenses of Hankow and had 
torn up and removed the entire 
northern section of the railway be- 
Kiukiang and Nan ‘ 
which guards the western approach 
to the capital on the south bank of 
the Yangtse River. :

New Trial Is 
‘Too Expensive’

BARTON, Fla., June 21.—The Shoemaker flogging 
murder case is ended so far as the courts are concerned. 

As was feared by liberty-loving groups in Tampa and 
elsewhere in the state, after the acquittal of the police- 
Klan quintet in the kidnap trial here, the prosecution yes- 
‘terday méved to dismiss pending charges against the ex- 
cops from Tampa and Ku Klux Klansmen from Orlando, 


Judge Robert T. Dewell, 


Haines City, in Klan-contaminated 
Polk County, self disqualified jurist 
on charges of prejudice in favor of 
the Ku Klux Klan defense, today 
wrote “finis” to the greatly pub- 
licized “Poulnot kidnaping case”

“COSTS TOO. MUCH” 


Oddly enough, in a case that at- 
tracted nationwide. attention, the 
ground for the state’s action, as 
given in criminal court here, was 
that “expense” of any additional 
trials would be “wholly unwar- 


ranted” under the circumstances. 
In developing the reason for the 
motion, the prosecution placed full 
‘responsibility on the construction 
placed .by both trial judges on the 
Supreme Court's opinion . when 
granting a new trial to the five 
former policemen convicted in 1936 
for kidnaping Eugene Poulnot 
from Tampa's police station the 
night of Nov. 30, 1935. 

Jubilant over his victory, Pat 
Whitaker, a widely - known state 
politician. and head of the coterie 
of Kian defense, had but one re- 
gret. 

“We concur in the motion,” he 
hastened to assure the court lest 
he or his Klan colleagues be mis- 
understood, “tut not on the same 
grounds.” The Klan counsellor then 
‘went on to “deplore” the attitude 
taken by the Tampa and Florida 
press since the “not guilty” verdict 
was returned by the jury. He par- 
ticulatly regretted “the fact that 
it appears the State has taken the 
same attitude.” 

The. State Supreme Court was 
mainly held accountable in edi- 
torials and “Letters to the Editor” 
columns in the leading newspapers 
of the State for the course the 
Shoemaker flogging case has taken.

Member of Middleton 
Gang Says He ‘Slept 
Most of the Day’ 


LONDON, Ky. dune 21—A 
member of the notorious Middle- 
ton gang of mine deputies, the rec- 
ord for brutality against union sym- 
pathizers of which was the high- 
light of the LaFollette Committee 
investigation, testified today that 
he was not a member of the band 
of company gunmen but a night- 
watchman who ‘slept most all 
day.” 

Mose Middleton, a chubby little 
man who is a cousin of Theodore 
Middleton, former high sheriff of 
Harlan County, was the second 
witness called by the defense in 
the trial of coal corporations and 
individuals on charges of conspir- 
ing to violate the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act. He is one of The 
former Harlan deputies who tne 
government alleges 
highways. to beat and intimidate 
‘faion organizers. 

Gripping*the arms of the witness 
chair, Middleton denied he ever 
had instituted or joined in any 
sortie against union men. His duties 
at the Southern Harlan Mining 
Company, Middleton said, were to 
act as night watchman and serve 
legal papers occasionally. 

Government witnesses testified 
that Middleton was one of the ép- 
uties who broke up a union meet- 
ing at Evarts, Ky., a few days after 
President Roosevelt signed the 
Wagner Labor Relations Act. The 
voices Of thé speakers at that 
meeting, prosecution witnesses said, 
were drowned out when the dep- 
uties blew automobile horns. 
Middleton said automobile horns 
were blown that day but it was be- 
cause a truck blocked the highway 
and impatient motorists were try-

Exiled German Author

PRINCETON, N. J., June 21

manities at Princeton fur next

Dr. Mann who won the Nobel 
Prize in literature in 1929 and who

On Rapeyla St., not far off from 
the project, single vertical ladders, 


to hold flowerpots, provide the only 
fire-escapes. Clotheslines hang flat 
against the front of the building, 
running from one window to the 
next, and the hard work put into 
washing clothes is often wasted 
when the clean wash brushes 
agair@t the dirty building. 

Buildings completely without any 
fire-protection, unsanitary and un- 
safe houses jammed with families 
unable to afford or find better homes 
line the streets leading to the Red 
Hook project. 

And, as is typical of many New 
York slum areas, a short distance 
away are fine homes built on tree- 
shaded streets, unmarred by the 
numerous docks fronting the Erie 
Basin, yet near enough to the water. 

In the Red Hook area itself, many 
of the families§owned the small 
houses they li in. On West 9th 
St.. a neatly kept, white painted 
frame house has been lived in by 
five generations of an Irish family. 
Hugging the frame house on either 
side are unpainted shacks, devoid 
of modern plumbing. 


RELUCTANT TO LEAVE

® It is now known to every American that 
the Hitler government stands officially ac- 


~eused”~ as plotting «and spying against the 


safety and peace of the American people. 
The Federal Grand Jury indictments are 


_ unprecedented in the grim sweep of their 


accusation. 

Not only do they name a Nazi ring in the 
army and navy operating within our borders. 
They single out and name Hitler’s Number 
One secret service chief, his personal lieu- 
tenant, Capt. Erich Pfeiffer, and two other~ 
high German government officials, as ring- 
leaders in the plot. 

It ‘has already been established that the 
Japanese military office has been getting 
copies of the military secrets stolen in this 
country by Hitler’s agents. 

The meaning of these developments stares 
the American people in the face. . 

American democracy has merely be- 
come the latest victim of the “international 
lawlessness” of the Berlin-Rome-Tokio 
“Anti-Comintern” Alliance. American de- 
mocracy, which has been the target for 
abuse by international fascism has been 
picked as the latest object of fascist in- 

. trigue in a long line which includes Spain, 
France, the Soviet Union, Austria, Czecho- 
slovakia, Brazil and. Mexico. 

Did not Mussolini boast that “Europe will 
be fascist”? Do not the Storm Troopers sing 
“Today Germany, tomorrow the whole 
world”? Does not Japan brandish its “mis- 
sion” in the Far East and the Pacific? Have 
not these “international bandits” determined 
to crush world democracy as “Communism"'? 

General Franco in Spain, the Hooded Men 
in France, the Trotzky-Gestapo plots against 
the U.S.S.R., the Nazi treason in Austria, 
Henlein in Czechoslovakia, the Integralistas 
in Brazil—has not America already seen this 
treason, violence and uprising plotted by the 
Triple Fascist Powers? 

Well, it has struck home. It is here, 
threatening our body politic like the germs 
of a hideous disease. 

No American, concerned with his coun- 
try’s welfare, can evade the truth—the fate 
of our democracy and peace is inextrigably 
involved with the fate of world peace and 
with the world ‘struggle against the fascist 
banditry of the Berlin-Rome-Tokio alliance. 

Hitler’s spies ‘in America have proved 
that once and for all.

But what is the meaning of the latest 
exposures as they concern our domestic po- 
litical life? 

It is obvious that the German-American 
Bund, headed by the Hitler agent Fritz Kuhn, 
is nothing. but a cloak for sinister treason 
against our institutions. The Daily Worker 
gave documentary evidence two years ago 
that the forerunner of the present Bund, the 
Friends of New Germany, was a cover for 
Nazi spies entering America. 

The escaped Nazi spy, Dr. Griebl, was the 
head of the Friends of New Germany, pred- 
ecessor of the Bund, and his successor, Fritz 
Kuhn, is merely carrying on his work. Parad- 


ing as an “American organization for Ameri- 


canism,” the Bund is a nest of fascist treason 
and espionage. 

But the Bund has friends with whom it 
has a close bond of sympathy, Mayor Hague 
of Jersey City, Harvey of Queens and Hearst. 
The Bund applauded and prepared to march 
in the Hague demonstration. In Queens, the 
red-baiter Harvey is supported by the Bund. 
And Hearst is the publicity agency for Hit- 
lerism in America. 

- The Nazi spies could not work without 
assistance and sympathy from American 
Tory reactionaries in high places. 

Is it an accident that Dr. Griebl escaped 
Nazi spy, was a hired radio speaker for the 
National Republican Party Committee en- 
gaged in anti-Semitic attacks against Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in the 1936 elections? 

Is it an accident that international fascist 
aggression has all — of cove assistance

man agent, George Sylvester Viereck, is a 
featured ‘writer in Father Coughlin’s “Social 
Justice” and in Macfadden’s “Liberty” maga- 
zine? 

Is it an accident that the political in- 


trigues against the American people’s move- | 


ment, the rise ef anti-Semitism in America, 
race hatreds, prejudices, etc., are closely as- 
sociated with the German-American Bund? 
Is it an accident that the American fascists, 
like the Silver Shirts, work hand in hand with 
the Fritz Kuhn organization against demo- 
cratic progress in America? 


No. There is much more than meets 
the eye. Not all the Nazis have heen 
caught. _And the full network which links 
foreign fascist spies to Toryism has not 
not yet been all uncovered. 

The Wall Street brokers who could mut- 
ter assassination threats against Roosevelt 
have a strong bond that links them to the 
agents of international fascism in America. 
Common hatred of democracy links certain 
American Tory cliques with Hitler. 


America does not yet know the full truth. 

But it is beginning to know the full ex- 
tent of the danger which menaces it. It is 
learning what the Soviet people learned, 
what the Spanish, Austrian, Czechs, and all 
democratic peoples must learn if they are 
to crush the fascist enemy. 

The jesson is to emphasize the urgency 
of the need for unity in common defense 
of democracy and peace against world fas- 
cism. It is the lesson of the Democratic 
Front. 

The French people saved their democ- 
racy by uniting against fascist treason 
which worked with~Hitler’s- agents. The 
Soviet people, in stamping on the Trotzky- 
ist-Gestapo nests, served world peace. The 


unity of the Spanish people has helped us 


here in America to defend our democracy. 

How can we evade any longer our plain 
duty, our plain interests? At home, all af- 
filiations of party, religon, or creed, must 
be secondary to the MAIN ISSUE—to unite 
in defense of our democratic institutions and 
our peace. Reaction is seeking out as allies 
the gangsters of world fascism, who, in turn, 
recognize in the Wall Street Tories their 
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__natural collaborators against the American 


people. 

The people of Germany, tortured by 
fascism, will. look upon this exposure as 
a blow against their tormentors. It will 
encourage them in their struggles for lib- 
erty. The German-Americans in America, 
who have nothing but contempt for the 
antics of a Fritz Kuhn, will be glad that 
the enemies of democracy have been 
caught. They will- be glad that those who 
besmirch the name of the German people 
have been unmasked.

It is time to tear off masks, as the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury has unmasked the Nazi spy 
nests.

It is time for the people to 
know the full truth about the politics of the 
Ham Fishes, the Hearsts, the Gannetts, Dr.

It is clear that a probe into Japanese spy 
rings will yield much for the information of 
the people. Such a probe must be begun 
without delay. 

Let the Nazi arrests be a warning to 
us in America. Let it close our ranks in 
a great front for democracy and peace.

Rome-Tokio fascist alliance. 

Our safety demands that America take 
its place as a leader in the world front for 
peace.

the Irish people—concessions which Chamberlain was 
ready to grant to keep Ireland from being an obstacle 
to pro-fascist Tory foreign policy. Furthermore, the 
basic conservative trend of de Valera’s government won 
for him a number of supporters who heretofore fol- 


' lowed Cosgrave's United Ireland Party. 


Hugh Smith, for example, the N. Y. Times’ corre- 
spondent in Dublin, commenting on this new-found 
de Valera strength, said: 2 

“In residential suburban constituencies like Dublin 
township and Dublin county, where Protestant, con- 
servative classes predominate, Fianna Fail received 
enormous support which is indicative of the confidence- 
Mr. de Valera has won among the moneyed people.”

It is now 

high time for an honest consideration of whether the Jewish press 

has the right to prépare the  growndwork ‘(ever if it is only in the 
minds and hearts of Jews) for the triumph of Hitler over Stalin.”

What the Station 
Broadcasts 


One of us, a young man who is 
prominent in the broadcasting field 
and connected with one of the large 
networks, wanted to know how 
many people in Germany knew 
where the station was. 


“Very few,” our German friend 
answered. “Actually, only two or 
three. .And these two or three are 
the most valued and trusted peo- 
ple in the underground movement 
in Germany today.” 

At that point I interrupted to 
ask what went on the air during 
those six 10-minute intervals. 

“News, as I said before, from the 
outside world. From Spain, from 
China. There are many strikes 
going on in the German factories, 
mills and shops. The strikers are 
given advice through our broad- 


casts, There are also cultural talks, 
on such matters as freedom of the” 


cries the Neimuller trials, 're- 
ligion, economics. Then, too, we 
broadcast writings from the great 
German poets, Goethe and Schiller. 


Sometimes we broadcast a scene 
or -two from Shakespear's . works, 
and an occasional message from 
other parts of the world to the 
German people. A prominent Amer- 
ican has given me a message to 
the peoplé of Germany. I am. go- 
ing to see a noted German exile 
tomorrow and possibly get a mes- 
sage from, him. I would like very 
much if you well known anti-fas- 
cist writers, directors and actors of 
New York, could let me have a 
message from you.” 

One of the group, a well known 
anti-fascist writer, scribbled out a 
greeting right then and there. He 
read it aloud to the group arid all 
of us enthusiastically agreed that 
it should be broadcast to the fight- 
ers for ,freedom in Germany. It 
read: 

“We send our greetings to you, 
anti-fascist fighters in Germany. 
We ate wholeheartedly behind 
your struggle for freedom and 
true people’s democracy in your 
homeland. May the day come 
soon when we in this country may 
broadcast you a program com- 
memorating the birth of the de- 
mocracy for which you are strug- 
gling so hard to achieve.” 

We wanted to know more about 
this brave little broadcasting out- 
fit. “Was it located in one par- 
ticular spot.in Germany or did it 
move around to a different place 
every day?” “How “people | 
in Germany listen to\the station?” 
“Where does it receive it’s tech- 
nieal materials from in case the- 
transmitter has to be repaired?” 


time. If you ‘are caught listening 
to our station, it is-a crime, pun- 
ishable by a long term in a con- 
centration camp. We can tell that 
we are being heard throughout Ger- 
many by the number of convictions 
meted out to people caught listen- 
ing. 

Listening 

Under Difficulties 


“Most of the technical equipment 
is purchased outside of Germany,” 
he went on. “All radio broadcast- 
ing sets and materials are licensed 
by the Nazis. It would be easy if 
the people could buy earphones. 
Then they could listen without out- 
siders knowing about it... But if 
you tried to buy a pair of earphones 
you would immediately be placed 
under suspicion, 


“The underground radio station 
is not connected to any political 
party. It is anti-fascist, and any- 
one who is an anti-fascist may use 
it. If the station was to be con- 
fiscated tomorrow, another would 
be set up next day. The under- 
ground movement in Germany is 
growing: Through the use of the 
radio, it is turning rapidly to an 
‘overground’ movement!” 

IT looked around the room at that. 

There was a smile of satis- 
faction on everyone’s face. Then 
more general questions began. 
“What about the Nazis in Spain?

Was there much protesting against 
it?” “How about Ernst Thaelmann? 
What news from him?” “What 
are the Catholics and Protestants 
doing on Hitler’s anti-church ac- 
tions?” 

Again, one at a time, he dnswered

“Hitler is using Spain as a train- 
ing ground. The soldiers who go 
to Spain receive more pay than 
those who stay at home. 
very little money in the German 
army, and all of them can use 
more, so they go. About Thaelmann, 
we get news out of the jail from 
him,. There was an _ interesting 
thing we learned about one of Thael- 
mann’s guards. Thaelmann used 
to get cigarettes and food through 
this guard. The Nazis learned about. 
it. One. morning he was found 
beaten to death on ihe prison side-. 
walk. 

The Catholics and Srobdshante are 
working together now for the first 
time. They are united against. Hit- 
ler. In Germany today the church 
flag is used as a symbol for the. 
rallying of all anti-fascists. Former 
trade unionists of all religious be- 
liefs are marching behind the flags 
of the churches.” 

It was getting dark and many of 
us had to leave for work. As we 
filed out of the large room, each of

of world-shaking significance. Here are, objectively at least, two brawny 
men swinging their fists at each other in an effort to either knock 
the other senseless for ten seconds or hit the other more often and 
more effectively over a given period of time, It doesn’t seem rational to 
attach too much importance to the outcome, which can be guessed 
at, but no more scientifically foretold than whether Vander Meer wiil 
ever pitch another no-hit game. 


Sports Scribe Asks Question 


Should then, a sports columnist be neutral as between these two 
athletes, as has been suggested by a letter from a contemporary sports 
writer, that arrived this morning? 


|. . We'd like to appraise Schmeling as just an athlete out to 


what’s coming to him and would even lean backwards if 
possible and consider his present affiliations as a matter of 
pure prudence on his part. Let it be noted that we neyer rapped 
Raron von Cramm, tennis ace, now serving a year seritence in 
Berlin on the charge of immorality. Von Cramm was an amateur 
sportsman who may or may not have been a Nazi or subscriber 
to the Nazi theories, but never by action or word ever indicated 
that he was in favor of the Hitler gang. He was accepted in 

America as a sportsman by the press and by American athletes, 

and never abused his welcome by the faintest hint of propaganda 
for the barbarians under whom he was living. : 

The story on Schmeling is something else again. How anyone 
can approach him in.the spirit of neutrality and fair play i8 beyond me. 
Every sports writer who has spoken to him has run smack dab into the 
spirit of Naziism in person. He has a “professional contempt” for the 
mentality of the young Negro champion, according to the Wold Tele- 
gram. 
‘ “Louis has no right to the championship and he knows it,” 

he tells a reporter, To another sports writer he says, “The black 

dynasty of boxing must be ended.” 

Meanwhile the ten Nazi sports. correspondents here send back 
“stories” that sound like minor key echoes of the Nazi stories on Czecho- 

vakia, which blatantly inform that republic that it is demoralized 
‘and has no right to exist. Louis is called the “so genannte Weltmeister,” 
“by these reporters, which means the “so-called champion.” Some of the 


- “stories already dismiss Louis with contempt and refer to Schmeling 


as the champion. 

Schmeling’s previous victory over Louis was hailed in Germany as 
being indicative of the “aryan supremacy.” There’s no use laboring the 
point, though we might also note that Schmeling rushes right back to 
Hitler (with whom he poses) after every fight, and is slated for a 
high Nazi post as director of youth training. 


Representative of Naziism _ 

This fellow isn’t a sportsman. He is an outspoken representa- 
tive of the perverted, bestial nationalism and race hatred 
fanned by the oppressors of tr~ real German people to hide their 
bloody war against all progressive humanity. Your page one head- 
lines indicate that the United States is not too far away for the 
brown plague to attempt te contaminate. 

So I'd like to see Joe Louis blast Schmeling all over the ring to- 
night, knock the false bluster and braggodocio right out of Hitler's 
pal much the same as the people of Germany will eventually knock 
out Hitler. If that sounds like wild overemphasis on a fight between 
just two men, that’s due only to Schmeling and his Nazi cohorts. 
They've stuck a little swastika right out there on Schmeling’s chin to- 
night for the greatest hitter of ring history to knock into the thirtieth 
row along with the wildly screaming Nazi headlines. 

How much of a “se-genannte Weltmeister” Joe Louis is Mr. 
Schmeling is more than apt to discover along about the third 
round tonight. 

If this be un-neutrality, make the most of it.
